Mateika et al teach a dielectric including BaTiOa or BaSrTiOa. see examples. 

Chu et al teach a BaTiOs dielectric compositing, see column 2, lines 44-60. 

Ogi et al teach BaSrTiOa dielectrics, see column 3, lines 34-40.
